There are two species. The redwood on the coast 
of California and Oregon and the giant sequoia of the 
Sierra Nevada range of California. All redwoods grow 
west of the central valley of California. They have tall 
straight trunks that are from fifteen to eighteen feet 
through and more than 300 feet high. 

The tallest redwood, called Founder’s Tree, is 365 feet. 
It is the tallest tree in the world. The largest redwoods 
contain enough lumber in each tree to build several hous- 
es

Giant sequoia trees do not grow so tall as the red- 
woods, but their trunks are much larger. Some of them 
measure 100 feet around the base. One tree will yield 
600,000 feet of lumber. Many of the trees are from 3,000 
to 4,000 years old. Thousands were flourishing trees when 
Jesus was born. 

One of the largest of these sequoia trees has enough 
water in it to make a small lake. The roots go hundreds 
of feet into the earth at all directions and draw water 
into its trunks and branches. 

The bark on the Sequoia tree is from eight to twelve 
inches thick and completely soaked with water. This 
makes them completely fireproof. The worst of fires will 
not harm them unless the bark is taken off. 

What way is the Sequoia tree a type of the Christian? 

They are the planting of the Lord. 

They are as old as ancient history and have almost an 
eternal quality. 

They are shrouded in a fireproof coat, the bark. 

They are permeated with the water of life. 

They have endured the storms of many generations. 

They are a useful product of creation. 

Now let us examine each of these. The Lord planted the 
seed in the right climatic conditions in the rich soil of 
the Sierras. The results are amazing. The Christians are 
called “trees of righteousness, the planting of the Lord, 
that he might be glorified,” Isaiah 61:3. The Word of God 
is called a seed. “The seed is the word of God,” Luke 
8:1lb. The greatness and beauty of the Sequoia tree are 
in the seed. The tree is the product of the seed. It will 
be no larger than the potentialities of the seed. The ad- 
age used from our grandfathers has more truth than fic- 
tion in it—“Large oaks from little acorns grow.”

tions. The Sequoia trees are from 3,000 to 4,000 feet high 
on the Sierras. The believer in Christ is raised with Him 
above the smoke, smog, and sin of this world and seated 
with Him in the fresh air of the heavenlies. The rain of 
heaven is abundant. The snows of the north kill the in- 
sects and diseases of the tree. The enemies of the Sequoia 
tree are abundant, but the resources of life and health 
are more abundant. The believer in Christ has many ene- 
mies, but the resources of God’s grace and the riches of 
His glory are sufficient for every need. 

The Sequoia tree is as old as ancient history and has 
almost an eternal quality. The Christian has the nature 
of eternal existence. He has eternal life because he is as- 
sociated with an eternal God. The germ of immortality is 
imbedded in his very nature. Jesus said, “Whosoever be- 
lieveth in me shall never die,” John 11:25. 

If anorganism were capable of adjusting itself to all the 
changes of environment, it could live forever. The sequoia 
tree will not live forever, but it has met the changes of 
environment for the last 4,000 years. It is the oldest living 
thing today. It was a sapling when Moses led the chil- 
dren of Israel out of the land of Egypt. It has seen the 
conquest of Canaan by Joshua, the faith of Gideon’s little 
host, and the strength of Sampson. It has seen the judge- 
ship of Samuel, the sweet music of the psalmist David, 
and the peaceful reign of Solomon. It has seen the fall of 
the nation Israel, the rise and fall of the nation Assyria, 
the dictatorial conquest of Babylon. It has seen the rise 
and fall of Greece and Rome. It has seen all the great 
wars that have been fought upon the earth in the last 
4,000 years. It has survived in history; it has been un- 
moveable. 

The Christian, like the Sequoia tree, has survived the 
storms of history. From the idolatrous Chaldea, where 
God spoke to Abraham, to the slavery of Egypt under the 
Pharaohs, the Lord has had believers, obedient men and 
women who held the torch of eternal truth high to the 
world. The chaos of history has not quenched that light. 
From the exodus of Egypt to the fall of Rome, the child 
of God has stood victoriously in the face of all perils. 
From the fall of Rome to this present day, the Christian 
has faced the dangers of life with courage, hope, and 
faith. He has within him an element of eternal existence.

OHN TELLS US in John 2:24, 25, “But Jesus did not 
commit himself unto them, because he knew all 
men, and needed not that any should testify of 
man; FOR HE KNEW WHAT WAS IN MAN.” 
Yes, the Lord knows what is in you and in me! How 


glad we should be for that. In the case of Abram quoted 
above, we see that in one breath Abram says he believes 
in the Lord, and in the next breath he asks the question 
“Whereby shall I know?” Isn’t that like all of us? Wheth- 
er we like to admit it or not, there has been or is that 
“something” within us that wants to “know.” 

Abram believed in the Lord. This is twice referred to in 
the New Testament and places Abram in the honored po- 
sition of being the “father of the faithful.” Not once is 
any reference at all made to his question “Whereby shall 
I know?” 

We believe in the Lord, in His salvation, in healing, in 
water baptism, in the baptism of the Holy Ghost, and yet 
there is a line drawn somewhere within each one of us 
when we pass over from “believing” to “knowing.” 

Do you remember when we first heard the gospel and 
how we realized we were hell-deserving sinners, that the 
only hope for us was repentance and confession of our 
sins, and then to believe that the blood of Jesus Christ 
would wash away those sins? And do you remember how 
after that the devil came to us and tried to tell us we 
were not really saved, that we had just become victims 
of some emotional stress? But do you remember, also, 
how, although perhaps the devil succeeded in knocking 
us out of our “castles in the air,” that “underneath were 
the everlasting arms” and we landed solidly on the Word 
of God? The pages of our Bible turned open at 1 John 
3:5: “And ye KNOW that he was manifested to take 
away our sins...” 1 John 3:14, “We KNOW that we have 
passed from death unto life .. .” 1 John 3:2, “Beloved, 
NOW are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we KNOW that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is.” 
Hallelujah! The Spirit of God came and quickened the 
Word, and we were brought into the state of KNOWING 
as well as believing. We received the “witness of the Spir- 
it.” 

We believe in water baptism, but how many have be- 
lieved in it only as an ordinance of the Church? It is in- 
finitely more than this. If we pass over from believing in- 
to KNOWING the significance of water baptism, what a 
source of power and blessing it can be? The old life is 
buried; we rise up new creatures in Christ Jesus; we are 
motivated by a new power, the power that raised Jesus 
from the dead. How real this is! Baptism in water is not 
just some outward sign of the putting away of the old 
life. It is the entering into the new life, the life lived by 
the power of the Spirit of God. When Jesus was raised up 
from the dead, there was an earthquake. When we are 
raised up to newness of life, it is not too much to expect 
that there should also be an earthquake, a spiritual 
earthquake, when those things that are temporal should 
be shaken away and those things that are eternal re- 
main.

WE BELIEVE in the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with the initial evidence of speaking in new 
tongues, but has the baptism of the Holy Ghost become 
an isolated experience in our lives that we refer back to 
when we are called upon to testify? It has been said that 
water baptism is an outward manifestation of an in- 
ward work of grace. Could we not say that the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost is an earthly manifestation of a heav- 
enly work of grace? When we are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and receive subsequent fillings or overflowings of 
the Holy Ghost, is it not the outward expression of the 
fact that “we have been raised up together with Christ 
and made to sit together in the heavenly places”? God 
forbid that the baptism of the Holy Ghost should become 
some isolated experience in our lives. May God grant 
that the baptism of the Holy Ghost does bring us to the 
place where we KNOW our standing in Christ Jesus— 
“Far above all principality and power, and might and do- 
minion, and every name that is named, not only in this 
world, but also in that which is to come .. .,” Ephesians 
1:21. May we know that the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
is heaven’s equipage for our warfare. How can we “pray 
in the Spirit” unless we are filled with the Spirit? How 
can we wrestle against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places, unless we are in the - 
place where we KNOW, as a present experience, the pow- 
er of the baptism of the Holy Ghost? It is by the Spirit 
we KNOW the things that are freely given to us of God 
(1 Corinthians 2:12). It is by the Spirit that Jesus is re- 
vealed unto us. It is by the constant anointing or unction 
of the Holy Ghost that we KNOW ... 1 John 2:27-29. It 
is by the continual anointing of the Holy Ghost that our 
senses are exercised to discern both good and evil (He- 
brews 5:14). God wants us to KNOW. Paul prayed for the 
Ephesians “that the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of glory, may give unto you the spirit 
of wisdom and revelation in the KNOWLEDGE of him; 
the eyes of your understanding being enlightened; that 
ye may KNOW what is the hope of his calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints, 
and what is the exceeding greatness of his power to us- 
ward who believe, according to the working of his mighty 
power, which he wrought in Christ when he raised him 
from the dead... .” 


WE BELIEVE in divine healing for the body. 
We confess it with our mouths the very same as we con- 
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fess salvation through the blood. But, “whereby shall we 
know”? It is very interesting to note that immediately 
after Abram asked the question “Whereby shall I know?” 
that God told him to prepare a sacrifice. There is a sac- 
rifice beween the line of believing and KNOWING. Paul 
writes, Romans 12:1, 2, “I beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. And be not conformed to this world; 
but be ye transformed BY THE RENEWING OF YOUR 
MIND, that ye may prove what is that good, and accept- 
able, and perfect, will of God.” Following the sacrifice 
comes a RENEWING OF THE MIND—a changing over 
from thinking our own thoughts to the thinking of God’s 
thoughts. This is an operation of the Holy Ghost. 

When Abram prepared the sacrifice, it is worth notic- 
ing that swarms of birds came to take away that sacri-

fice. Abram rose up and drove them away. At the stage 
where we make the sacrifice of our bodies unto God, the 
devil sends all of his emissaries to pluck away that sacri- 
fice. He tries to get us to take our bodies out of the hands 
of God as a sacrifice and to persuade us that we are go- 
ing too far. That is the time we have to arise and “resist 
the devil steadfast in the faith.” It is only as we pass 
through this trial of our faith that we can pass from be- 
lieving to KNOWING in the matter of divine healing.

E ARE MADE to realize the meaning of stand- 

UU ssiasisn as we progress into a unified age, 

especially in commerce. It is the established 
system used to measure the quality of a product, which 
in turn may be judged by the consumer or determined 
by the manufacturer. Our Government has long since es- 
tablished a standardization system that requires all pro- 
ducts listed by this department to come up to the required 
specification of the Bureau of Standards. Any product 
not up to par is marked as seconds or less grade; some 
products are even restricted from the markets, if they 
prove unsafe for the consumers. Freedom of religion is 
wonderful; I am thankful we have that right. However, 
God has a standard to measure its merit. We have much 
religion in this country that falls below God’s standard. 
An automobile tire that has a defect in material is listed 
as second grade and cannot be sold otherwise. If the 
trade name is marred or serial number disfigured, the tire 
is marked down as second. We are a marked people, we 
are read and known by all men. What is our Christian 
classification? 

We often hear the consumer ask, “Is this a standard 
part?” Some firms advertise their parts as “Genuine 
Standard Parts.” You can depend on their quality and 
precision make; it will work. God is only concerned about 
a precision-made Christian. We must be genuine; an out- 
law version will not suffice. 





STANDARD TRACKS 


IN THE BEGINNING of the railroad service, 
many of the companies laid their tracks having no cer- 
tain standard of width between the rails. The results be- 
came disappointing; other railroads were unable to travel 
upon tracks laid by another company. The cars of the 
wide-gauge scale could not transfer to a narrow-gauge 
line; they came to the end of the road. The standard 
gauge was adapted, and today, vast numbers of freight 
cars are sent all over the country on rails of the same 
standard gauge. God has one standard gauge. In order to 
travel upon His line, one must be born again. Many have 
wide-gauge views and endeavor to connect them with the 
main line, but there is no connective. God’s track is a 
narrow and straight gauge and is precision built. Men 
have tried to connect their religious belief with God’s 
faith train, but the track will not accommodate unbelief

or foreign-made products. Holiness is God’s highway, and 
no unclean thing can pass over it. Without that standard 
no man can see the Lord. Hebrews 12:14. As we view the 
highway today, it appears that all makes of contraptions 
and makeshift religions are traveling along as standard- 
bearers, but every man has his own standard, doctrine, 
vision, and interpretation. 

Until 1925, more than 600 fire-hose connecting coup- 
lings were made. The standardization plan has reduced 
that huge number to twelve types. At one time 120 differ- 
ent styles and forms of men’s shirts were made; now on- 
ly twenty-four are retained. Forty-four different types of 
hospital beds were made, now reduced to one standard 
bed style. While the world is coming to a standard way of 
living and making things, the religious world is spreading 
out into many different branches of belief and practice. 
In our own group, we could use God’s standardization 
system for the betterment of all concerned. 
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GOD’S STANDARDIZATION 


WHEN GOD decided to make man, He first _ 


selected a standard to mold him by. God created man in 
His own image and His own likeness; man is the image 
and glory of God. Sin has faded that glory from man in 
his separation from his Creator, but Jesus came to re- 
store that glory of the Father in man. Since man’s cre- 
ation, many fake, distorted facts have been presented as 
to how man became a distinct creation. Evolution is the 
most deadly form of belief that man is the development 
from a lower order of creation. However, we understand 
that God used Himself for His standard for man, and 
God still has His standard for man. Adam accepted fruit 
of another brand and standard. It brought sin and death 
apon him and the future race. Adam was driven from the 
presence of God and out of the holy garden. When God 
orders us to touch not, handle not the unclean thing, and 
we disobey His commandment, the sword of the Lord will 
be upon us. We cannot prosper and deteriorate spiritually 
at the same time. We must adhere to the standard or be- 
come an inferior quality. On Calvary, God set forth His 
standard for all men. Jesus became the light of the world 
to lighten every man that comes into the Christian world. 
We cannot walk in darkness and have the light of life; 
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we cannot be in love with God and the world at the same 
time. It is true that we are in the world, but the world 
should not be in us. We cannot serve two masters at the 
same time; only one power can master your life. Christ is 
God’s standardization for mankind. All are to accept Him 
and follow His footpath. He did no sin; neither was guile 
found in His mouth. 1 Peter 2:21, 22, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there is none other name un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved,” 
Acts 4:12. The Bible teaches that in the last days many 
will come, saying, “I am of Christ; I have a new light, a 
vision and revelation of a new doctrine from God. But 
Jesus said to believe it not. Many deceivers are entered 
into the world in this last day and are deceiving and be- 
ing deceived. God set up one standard to redeem man, 
but man has devised many ways and means to be saved. 
God’s plan is simple—“Ye must be born again.” Paul in- 
formed the Church that deadly wolves, grievous to the 
flock, would enter among us, not sparing the flock. Also, 
of our own selves shall men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples after them. Bear in mind 
that foreign-made products are hard to have repaired 
in this country; we do not make the parts. There are 
some things that God does not stock—He only specializes 
in standard graces. 





THE STANDARD CHURCH 


AS TRUE as there is but one God, one Lord— 
Jesus Christ His Son, and one Spirit—the Holy Ghost, 
there is but one church standard set forth in the Scrip- 
tures. And be it understood, there is but one track, the 
standard gauge of the Bible. It will not connect with a 
scale model track of lesser width between the rails. Many 
do not desire the real standard of God; they only want 
a small scale model of the plan of God in their lives. The 
original standard is too strong and powerful to insert into 
the life they desire to live. The doctrine of the Church is 
standardized in the New Testament. It blends with truth 
and survives in power of duty. Paul, in his letter, said if 
men would not receive the traditional doctrine he 
preached, let him be accursed, though he be an angel 
from heaven. We are not to receive him into our house 
or bid him Godspeed. John said, “He that abideth not in 
the doctrine of Christ hath not God.” The church at Cor- 
inth had departed from the standard given by our Lord 
concerning the Lord’s Supper, so Paul instructed them of 
its order. He rebuked the members for deviating from the 
standard set by our Lord. Peter introduced his personal 
viewpoint and taught it as a doctrine, but it was not to 
the standard. He instructed the Gentiles to be circum- 
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cised as the Jews were, which was only a token in the 
flesh of the promise to Abraham. Paul believed in the 
gospel-age standard of the New Testament. He withstood 
Peter face to face and declared that neither circumci- 
sion availeth anything, nor uncircumcision, but a new 
creature. The Church at Jerusalem decided to lay no 
such burden upon the Gentiles. Paul believed in doing 
things decently and orderly, considering the standard of 
the Bible. Christ refused to feed the five thousand until 
they were all seated in order. Twelve baskets of frag- 
ments, the fragments with the blessings of the Lord upon 
them, are by far better than having multitudes out of 
order with God’s standard. 

It is true that many leaders say we, as Christians, 
should be in one church and have the same standard. 
However, they all feel that it should be the church in 
which they believe. The only way all Christians could 
possibly be in one church and adhere to one Bible stand- 
ard, would be for all to come to the Bible. Suppose a Bible 
was placed upon a table in a large hall, with all believers 
gathered about the table, and all step forward and place 
their hands upon the Bible, would not all believers be to- 
gether with their hands upon God’s holy standard? How- 
ever, like unto the last supper, all were at the table and - 
Judas had his hands upon the table, ready to betray his 
Lord. As long as we have Judas goats to lead the people, 
we shall never be together as one people. Should this take 
place, by the time we were all seated some one would cry 
out, “Who is the greatest among us?” So few people real- 
ize that the greatest is the least, the first shall be last 
and the last first. We must conclude that we all are as 
sheep gone astray, and are now returned unto the shep- 
herd and bishop of our souls. 





PERFECTION IS THE STANDARD 


BuT FEW have attained that goal. Paul said, 
“Not as though I had already attained, either were al- 
ready perfect: but I follow after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus,” 
Philippians 3:12. 

God requires the best in man, and only the best can be 
achieved by a life of holiness. God ordered Moses to take 
a plate of pure gold and write “Holiness to the Lord” up- 
on a gold standard. Not only is the United States off the 
gold standard as ordered by a former president, but it is 
off of God’s standard of holiness. Many have tried to dis- 
tort the holiness of God with riotous living, but holiness 
is the same today. I didn’t say all people are the same; 
some are. God said, “I change not.” Jesus is the same yes- 
terday, today, and forever. 

We realize we are living in the last days, and that sin 
is abounding on every hand, but bear in mind that grace

associated with an eternal God. 

The sequoia tree is shrouded in a fireproof coat, the 
bark. It is literally baptized with the greatest life-giving 
substance in the world—water. The importance of water 
to living organisms cannot be over emphasized. Without 
water the earth would be a lifeless planet like the moon. 
Our bodies are two-thirds water. Water is the medium by 
which food is carried in the body and by which wastes 
are removed. Water cools our bodies by evaporation from 
the sweat glands. Life and health depend on the water 
taken into the body each day. 

About three-fourths of the surface of the earth is cov- 
ered with water. It has been estimated that the amount 
of water on the surface is somewhere near 1,400,000,000,- 
000,000,000 tons. The Bible says in Isaiah 40:12 that God 
measures the waters in the hollow of His hand. Man lives 
at the bottom of a watery, gaseous sea, because the at- 
mosphere is a watery substance. 

The sequoia tree is protected from its worst enemy, fire, 
by a liquid fire extinguisher, water. The Christian is pro- 
tected from the fiery darts of the wicked by the shield of 
faith, Ephesians 6:16. He is born of God and the wicked 
one touches him not, John 5:18. The believer is baptized 
with a spiritual substance, the Holy Ghost, 2 Timothy 
1:14. 

All the storms and fires of antiquity have had no ef- 
fect on these trees; their beauty and productivity are the 
same. In the 8th chapter of Romans, Paul names every 
enemy that is entrenched against the child of God: tribu- 
lation, distress, persecution, famine, nakedness, peril, 
sword, death, life, angels, principalities, powers, height, 
depth, things present, things past, and any other creature. 
Praise God! The triumphant answer comes from an old 
soldier—we are more than conquerors through Him that 
loved us. 


THE BELIEVER in Christ is protected from 
the coming fires of judgment. His life is hidden with 
Christ in God. Colossians 3:4, “The believer in Christ is 
now, by grace, shrouded under so complete and blessed a 
righteousness that the law from Mount Sinai can find 
neither fault nor diminution therein.”—Bunyan. 

The sequoia tree is a useful product of creation. It 
glorifies the Creator and charms the creature. While 
traveling through the Sierras in 1939, I got a firsthand 
knowledge of these prodigious giants. I traveled for hours 
awe-inspired by their magnificence and beauty. One of 
these trees has a house in it, and another has a highway 
through it. Some mornings you are unable to see the top 
of the trees for the low hanging clouds. 

The Christian like the sequoia tree is a wonder of God’s 
new creation, “For we are his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works,” Eph. 2:10a. The Sequoia 
tree has become the peculiar possession of the U. S. Gov- 
ernment. It has become a national park. The Christian 
is the loved, protected, cared-for, property of God.

doth much more abound. We say, “There isn’t much we 
can do about it; it is out of control now.” When we see 
the enemy coming in like a flood, lift up a standard 
against him. If we are honest with ourselves and with 
God, we will confess that there has been a great change 
in the believing world. Conforming to the world has 
shaken the faith of millions in God’s standard. Paul said, 
“Demas has forsaken me, having loved this present 
world.” He said, “Luke is with me.” A standard-bearer 
had fallen. Luke lifted up the standard and 
marched forward for Jesus. Where there is no vision, the 
people perish. We have the vision, but it is television. Most 
of the evils of the day, against which we have lifted up a 
standard, are now in the homes of Christians, movies, 
baseball, football, boxing, wrestling, whisky, and beer be- 
ing flashed on the screen. Brother, don’t fool youself, it 
is being watched every night by church members. The 
voice of experience will teach you that the programs, at 
least ninety per cent, are not designed to meet the ap- 
proval of Christians, but this pleasure-loving world. It is 
reasonable to believe that in accordance with the trend 
of the world they will increase with more deadly evil. We 
are informed that we receive eighty-seven per cent of our 
knowledge through sight. One cannot live below the 
standard of holiness and not be accused by the world. I 
am afraid we are coming short of the glory of God. We 
must shun the very appearance of evil lest we be over- 
taken. God ever bless you is my prayer to God for His 
Church and kingdom.

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Off to a Convention in a Loaded Jeep

month some of the news about the work here in 
Haiti. Much has happened since we sent out 
our last news letter. The most important events were the 
district conventions at Petit Goave, Cayes, and Leogane. 


Since our number of missionaries has doubled, we have 
quite a carful for a trip. By the time we put in three or 
four suitcases, an accordion, a box of food, a box of ice, 
a jug of water, several air mattresses, pillows, blankets, 
and the various odds and ends necessary for such a jour- 
ney, the old jeep is groaning under the load as we set out 
on the 125-mile trip to Cayes for the convention. We left 
home about 7:30 a.m. and arrived in Cayes about 5:30 
p.m., finding the convention already in full swing. 


These conventions are great events to our Haitian Chris- 
tians. They mean to them about what our state camp 
meetings mean to us in the States. Some walk many miles 
to attend; others come by horseback or by donkey. Some- 
times a group of fifty to a hundred will hire a bus or 
truck, and they will jolt and bump for hours over the 
rough roads, singing hymns and choruses all the way. 
When they arrive hot and tired, there are no nice hotels, 
tourist courts, and restaurants to accommodate them. 
Most of them bring a hammock or a grass mat on which 
to sleep. These are put up wherever they chance to find a

place. Some bring a cooking pot and a few provisions to 
prepare meals over an open fire. Others make out with 
bread, fried pastries, gingerbread, or other native foods, 
which they buy from the merchants who invariably flock 
to any public gathering in Haiti and set up their little 
stands along the road. 

Since they have no comfortable places to stay, the peo- 
ple spend most of their time, day and night, in service. 
After the regular evening service has been dismissed, a 
large group will remain to sing and pray until one or 
two o’clock in the morning. Then they may sleep an hour 
or two and are up by daybreak, preparing for the early 
morning prayer meeting. It is true that they often nod 
a bit during the preaching of the Word, but one learns 
to be patient with even that, because they are doing the 
best they can under the circumstances. 

The marriages and the baptismal service are always 
prominent parts of each convention. These candidates are 
the fruits of the labors of our faithful workers and sym- 
bols of our heavenly Father’s faithfulness and His love for 
a lost world. Each soul that is won from heathen darkness 
and superstition is precious in His sight, worth more than 
the whole world. We are thankful for the harvest of souls 
the Lord has given here in Haiti this past year, and we 
solicit your prayers that this year will give a greater in- 
crease. 











During the convention, plans were 
also made to make a charter of the 
N.A.E. available to the evangelicals in 
Canada, who have requested aid in 
organizing their strength north of the 
border.

CLEVELAND, OHIO—The National 
Association of Evangelicals, in the 
twelfth annual convention here, April 
25 to 30, reported a high tide of op- 
timism for the work and opportuni- 
ties of all of its commissions and 
agencies during the next twelve 
months. 

Dr. Henry H. Savage, Conservative 
Baptist leader, of Pontiac, Michigan, 
was elected and installed as the new 
president of the National Association, 
succeeding Dr. Paul S. Rees, of Minne- 
apolis, who returned to this country 
just long enough for convention duties 
before rejoining the Billy Graham 
evangelistic team in London. 

Other administrative officers who 
will guide the N.A.E. activities during 
the year include Dr. Paul P. Petticord, 
of Portland, Oregon, first vice-presi- 
dent; Dr. Ralph M. Riggs, of Spring- 
field, Missouri, second vice-president; 
Rev. Arley Bragg, of Chicago, Illinois, 
secretary; and Rufus Jones, of Chi- 
cago, treasurer. 

The N.A.E. board of administration 
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also announced the appointment of 
Rev. George L. Ford, of Los Angeles, 
to become the new associate executive 
director of the National Association, 
with headquarters in Chicago. 

This action was accompanied by the 
announcement that on May 1 the 
N.A.E. was putting into effect a def- 
inite system of regional charters, a 
de-centralizing move aimed at taking 
the N.A.E. program “more directly to 
oe epee themselves at the grass 
roots.” 

Rev. Mr. Ford, who served as a pro- 
motional secretary for N.A.E. in re- 
cent months, said in his report to the 
convention: 

“We find the evangelicals have one 
solid footing upon which to stand— 
we all accept the Bible as the infalli- 
ble, authoritative Word of God. On 
this sure foundation we have built a 
bulwark for the defense of the right 
of all to preach the gospel. And, as 
the work has gone on, it has embraced 
a geographical and denominational 
spread that makes N.A.E. the true 
evangelical voice in America.” 


ag of a complete philos- 
ophy of the challenge to the Christian 
church found in the current world 
situation, and a most unusual and 
humbling sermon by Dr. Alan Red- 
path, of Moody Memorial Church, fea- 
tured the three night sessions. 

One of the most important phases 
of Christian life and liberty dealt with 
during the meeting was the current 
situation existing in Latin-American 
countries. The convention acted to ap- 
peal to the State Department and even 
“to American Roman Catholics them- 
selves to ask their Church for the 
same degree of religious liberty and 
tolerance for the Protestant minority 
in Colombia that the Catholic minori- 
ty enjoys in the United States.” 

As the N.A.E. takes up its program 
for the new year, regional directors 
who will direct the area divisions of 
the N.A.E. work include Rev. Wilmer 
Brown, of Portland, Oregon; Rev. Paul 
Thoreen, of Los Angeles, California; 
Rev. Gerald Overholt, of Chicago, Illi- 
nois; and Rev. George McNeill, of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts.
